Knows About Our Wiiter Works System 
And Its Flan as Lulil Out—False Kconcmiy 
Has Vrippled It—What Mioultl lie Done 
Now—A Stand-Pipe. 
In pursuance of the investigation ot the 


water question, a reporter of THE REVIEW 
yesterday had an interview with A. N. 
Diet)], Esq., who was a member of the city 
council in 18S3 and 1SS3, a mechanical en- 
gineer of knowledge and ability and familiar 
with the history of the water supply of the 
city of Decatur. 


Mr. Diehl, while unwilling to obtrude his 


opinion upon any subject on the public, ex- 
preSsed his readiness to throw what light he 
could 
on 
a 
matter of 
such 
im- 


portance 
to 
his 
fellow 
citizens 


as the question 
of 
water 
fupply, in- 


volving as it does, not only the, health, com- 
fort and convenience of the public, but, also, 
the almost paramount problem of protection 
against conflagration. 


His remarks in substance were these: 


Until the year 188:! the city's water supply 
came through and was entirely dependent 
on a 12-inch main laid along South Main 
street. 
The suggestion that an additional 


supply main be laid was discussed by the 
authorities, and it was finally determined 
to place a Iti-inch main from the water 
works along South Broadway to East Main 
street, to intersect an eight-inch main from 
said 13-inch main, and a six-inch main run- 
ning north. Since that time said eight-inch 
main has been replaced by a 12-inch main. 
It was intended to be, and was, so arranged 
that either of the great supply ni'iiiis could 
be shut off and the whole city be supplied 
from the other, the object being to have at 
command two main supply pipes 


We had then two Cameron and one Clapp 


& Jones' pumps. 
They were all defective. 


The Cameron pumps were virtually worn 
out. 
The Clapp & Jones' pumps were not 


faulty iu construction but \\eie badly set. 
The water supply was ample, but the pumps 
were not of sufficient power to supply any 
increased demand. 
The necessity for a 


better supply being impeiative, the question 
was, "What shall be, done'."' 
The answer 


was, "New pumps, tjie Cameron being worn 
out, of increased power." 


Thereupon two Allis pumps were pur- 


chased, each of the capacity of 
1,500,000 


gallons per 24 hours. That was the guar- 
anteed capacity at a given speed. They 
have accomplished that and mote. 
They 


have been'speeded up to'J,000,000 gallons 
each. 


1 understand that the council has been 


agitating the question of procuring maiv 
pumps. I don't tnink it necessary at pres- 
ent. 
If the Clapp i*i Jones pump were re- 


set and fixed up in good shape, 1 am of 
opinion tliat it, in conjunction with the 
Allis pumps, would furnish l.oOO.OOO gal- 
lons per 24 hour*. 


If that should not prove sufficient, the 


Allis pumps can be increased in capacity by 
taking out the piesent water c-yliodcis, 
which are 11 indies in diameter, and sub- 
stituting cylinders of 
14 inches, which 


would give 2,500,000 gallons per day to 
each pump, or 5,000,000 for the tuo Allis 
pumps alone. As to the steam power ne- 
cessary for larger water cylinders, I will ex- 
plain. 


Whan the Allis pumps were introduced, it 


was after W. B. Chambeis, then major, and 
I had visited Chi'Mgo, Town of I/ike and 
Milwaukee and inspected 
their several 


Bumps. K B. Allis&Co., of Milwaukee, had 
then but one pump at work in Milwaukee. 
That was an upright pump of 10,0')i),oou ca- 
pacity; but upon an inspection of their de- 
signs for horizontal pumps, we were con- 
vinced that theirs was the best ol all the 
jumps we had seen, and so reported to the 
council. A contract was then wade with 
Allis & Co. to furnish two pumps of 1,500,- 
000 gallons capacity each; .steam cylinders 
20 inches in diameter by l!(i inches in length 
and water cylinders 11 x.'ii) inches. Aliis-it 
Co., instead of furnishing steam cylinders 
20x:tO inches and water oylindeis llxSG 
uches, as the contract called for, increased 
-he steam cylinders to 32x!l<i inches and so 
constructed the pumping part of the ma- 
chinery that the ll.-inch water cylinder 
could be replaced by one of 14 inches in di- 
ameter, which would give steam power to 
orce sufficient water to the 14-inch cj lin- 
ier; thus giving the present Allis pumps an 
ncreased supply of 1,000,000 gallons each 
;very '.'A hours. 


To obtain this increase it would therefore 


•illy be necessary to substitute the 14 inch 
water cylinders for those now in use, which 
ould be done at a cost not exceeding.?!, 000. 
here might be required, however, a slight 
dditlonal steam power. 
I believe they are 


ow running 75 pounds. It might require 
0 pounds. 
Allis & Co. built their pumps 


o run as above stated, and they are men 
hose reputation as mechanical engineers is 


oo well established to admit of a doubt, 
'he present boilers would stand, with 
afety, 120 pounds. 
This would inciease the lire supply for 
ic reason that we would get more water in 
given time, and would be the same as 
aving additional pumps equal to the in- 
reased supply of water. 
As to the two ri and 10 inch main supply 
pes, they were originally intended as the 
isis of a general supply to be distributed 
roporlionably.TheBroadway main has open 
igs for eight inch branch mains.bot has only 


a six inch branch and thecollatcralbrancb.es 
from the 13 inch main have been reduced. 
It was contemplated that in the future 
mains of proper size would be made to meet 
increasing demand, but it has not been done. 
The old mains have been retained and paved 
over. As the city has been extended and 
the population increased, these old mains 
have proven insufficient. 
False economy 


has prevailed. As the water system has 
extended, proper branches should have been 
used, but they have not. 


To make the system perfect, as originally 


contemplated, the 10 inch main on Broad- 
way should be continued at least as far as 
Eldorado street, a id the North Water street 
connection should be increased to 1'J inches 
as far as Cerro Gordo street, and from theie 
continued north with an eight inch pipe. 
The North Mai^ street should be continued 
with a lii inch to Eldorado street, and 
thence eight inch. All branches, especially 
in 
the 
business 
and 
thickly 
set- 


tled part?, should be eight inch, and be- 
youd that, nothing less than six inches. 


On East Eldorado, from Broadway, there 


should be a 10-icch p!pe. 
On William 


street, east from Broadway, there should 
be an eight-inch pipe, and all branches from 
those two pipes should not be less than six- 


I think tho above suggestions would be 


sufficient for all practical purposes, and 
would afford an ample supply of water for 
a population of 100,000. 
A radical change 


would be unnecessary and too costly. 


I will say, however, as a question of tin-
